Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 39-65, drawn to subcombination, classified in class 248, subclass 323. 

II. Claims 66-79, drawn to combination, classified in class 362, subclass 271. 
Applicant's election with traverse of group I in the reply filed on 10/31/07 is 

acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that both groups (claims 39-79) are identical. 
This is not found persuasive because group I is subcombination and claiming the connection 
between the component and the rail while group II is a combination that includes base plate and 
knob assembly, therefore the groups are not identical. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application lor patent in the United States. 

Claims 39-41, 52-54, 80-84 and 86-89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent # 5,199,836 to Gogarty. 
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Gogarty teaches a system comprising a rail having at least on channel defining an 
opening extending along a length of the rail and at least one lip extending along the opening. 
The system includes a component comprising a first member (12) and a second member (98). 
The first member is moveable from a first position such that the first member clears the lip and is 
movable into and out of the opening of the channel when moved in a direction that is transverse 
to the length of the rail to a second position such that the first member is blocked by the lip when 
inside the channel to prevent the component from being removed from the channel when moved 
in a direction that is transverse to the length of the rail. The second member comprises a tube 
(102) and a handle (113) being screwed into the tube. The second member comprises a 
cylindrical pin (102). The first member comprises a T-shaped head. The component comprises 
a bolt (108) having a first end and a second end. The first member is connected to the bolt at the 
first end. The component comprises a cam (figure 17) proximate to the first end and wherein the 
cam is configured to be moveable in the opening of the channel between a first cam position 
wherein the first member is insertable into the channel to a second cam position wherein the cam 
engages the lip and the first member is in the second position. The component comprises a stem 
(102) configured to connect to the bolt (108) at the second end and a handle (113) connected to 
the stem. The second member comprises a plate having at least one aperture and a tube (102) 
permanently attached to the plate. The first member has a length and a width smaller than the 
length. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 85 and 90 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 39-41, 52-54 and 80-90 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In response to applicant's argument regarding restriction, claims 66-79 contain additional 
elements such as base plate and knob assembly are combination of claims 39-41, 52-54 and 80- 
90 which put additional burden on examiner for searching outside of search area to find base 
plate and knob assembly. The restriction is still proper and final.
